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Californians 
Hold Crucial 


- LOS ANGELES (AP) - Vot­ 
ing got off to a brisk start to­ 
day in California’s vital pri- 
m i r y 
with 
Sen. 
George 
McGovern rated the favorite to 
capture the state’s 271 dele­ 
gates and take a big step to­ 
ward winning tbe Democratic 
presidential nomination. 
In the first hour after the 
polls opened^pt 7 a.m., about 3 
per cent of the voters had voted 
in Los Angeles County. Election 
officials predicted 70 per cent 
oi the county’s 3,233,825 regis­ 
tered voters would cast ballots. 
The polls were scheduled to 
close at i p.m . 
It was warm, muggy and 
overcast in much of California. 
Presidential 
primaries 
also 
were being held in New Jersey, 
New Mexico and South Dakota 
with McGovern expecting to 
take a majority of their 144 
delegates. 
In New Jersey, early turnout 
reports 
appeared to confirm 
predictions 'that about 840,000 
voters would cast ballots there. 
In South Dakota, election offi­ 
cials said they expected about 
150,000 persons or about half of 
the state’s eligible voters to go 
to the polls. 
Weather was mostly clear in 
New Mexico and voting around 
tbe state was described as light 
to moderate. 
“I’m going to predict here 
this afternoon we’l win. all four 
of the primaries," McGovern 
told several thousand cheering 
supporters 
in 
Albuquerque, 
N.M., Monday before flying to 
Houston, Tex., to confer with 
Democratic governors. 
Success in the four primaries 
could shoot McGovern's dele­ 
gate total past the 850 mark— 
1,901 ara needed to nominate— 
and virtually end Sen. Hubert. 
H. Humphrey’s hopes of 'win­ 
ning 
the 
Democratic 
nomi­ 
nation for the second time. 
I f 
H u m p h r e y 
defeats 
McGovern in California, how­ 
ever, McGovern’s surge toward 
the nomination would be halted 
and the presidential race would 
be 
thrown 
wide 
open 
with 
Humphrey as the new front 
runner. Both men have pre­ 
dicted the California 
winner 
will capture the nomination. 
Besides the presidential pri­ 
maries, voters in Montana and 
Mississippi are choosing candi­ 
dates for state and congression­ 
al posts. Sens. Lee Metcalf, D- 
Mont, James O. Eastland, D- 
Miss., and Clifford P. Case, R- 
N.J., are ail expected to win re- 
nomination. 
After today’s four presiden­ 
tial primaries, only one will re­ 
main—in New York, which will 
elect 238 of its 278 delegates on 
June 20. McGovern, virtually 
unopposed in more than one 
dozen New York congressional 
districts, expects to win at least 
200 delegates there. 
As two weeks of hectic Cali­ 
fornia 
campaigning 
wound 
down Monday, McGovern made 
final stops in Los Angeles and 
San Diego before flying to Al­ 
buquerque and Houston. 
He described a two-hour mid­ 
night meeting with 22 Demo­ 
cratic governors in Houston as 
"enormously 
beneficial.” 
He 
said he compromised none of 
his stands on controversial is­ 
sues but promised to oppose 
"frivolous" challenges to dele­ 
gates at the party’s national 
convention. 
Humphrey, meanwhile, cov­ 
ering California from Oakland 
to Los Angeles to San Diego, 
assailed McGovern’s decision to 
go to New Mexico and Texas. 
“1 think he should be here in 
California and not take these 
voters for granted,” the Min­ 
nesota senator said.

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SALISBURY, Rhodesia (AP) 
— A total of 468 coal miners 
are feared dead in the wrorst 
mining disaster in Rhodesia’s 
history, a spokesman for the 
Wankie Colliery said today, 
A 
major 
underground 
ex­ 
plosion occurred this morning 
at the mine about 200 miles 
north of Bulawayo, the spokes­ 
man said. 
He said 435 Africans and 33 
whites were underground in the 
mine at the time, and there 
was no indication of any survi­ 
vors. 
Rescuers were hampered by 
gas and, by damage to the ven­ 
tilation system.. 
The world’s worst mining dis­ 
aster occurred in Manchuria in 
1942, when 1,549 workers were 
killed in the Honkeiko Colliery. 
The worst in the United States 
was on Dec. 6, 1907, when 361 
died at Monongah, W. Va. 
A spokesman at the Wankie 
Mine Hospital said only four 
miners had been admitted with, 
injuries. They were four sur­ 
face workers injured as a re­ 
sult of the underground ex­ 
plosión. The spokesman could 
not describe their injuries or 
say how they were caused. 
There was no explanation of 
what caused the blast.

RICHMOND, Va. (AP)—The 
4th U. S. Circuit Court of Ap­ 
peals today reversed the land­ 
mark order for consolidation of 
Richmond 
city 
schools 
with 
those of suburban Henrico and 
Chesterfield Counties. 
In a 5-1 decision, the appeals 
court said the key question was 
whether a federal district judge 
could "compel one of the states 
of the Union to restructure its 
internal 
government 
for 
the 
purpose of achieving racial bal­ 
ance in the assignment of pu­ 
pils to the public schools." 
"We think not,” the appeals 
court said, unless there is "in­ 
vidious discrimination in the es­ 
tablishment or maintenance of 
local governmental units." 
Therefore, the court said, it 
was reversing the Jan. 10 deci­ 
sion 
by 
U.S. 
District Court 
Judge Robert R. Merhige Jr., 
the first ruling in which sepa­ 
rate governmental entities had 
been ordered merged to attain 
racial balance in schools. 
Richmond’s 
public 
schools 
are 64. per cent black, while 
those of Henrico County are 92 
per cent white and those of 
Chesterfield 91 per cent white. 


“The district judge felt com­ 
pelled to order consolidation of 
the three school units partly be­ 
cause of his concern with what 
seemed to him an unfortunate 
racial balance in the three sep­ 
arate systems and partly be­ 
cause he felt this racial balance 
was the result of invidious state 
action," the circuit court said 
in 
the 
majority 
opinion 
by 
Judge J. Braxton Craven Jr. 
“ In his concern for effective 
implementation 
of 
the 
14th 
Amendment.” 
the 
opinion 
added, "he failed to sufficiently 
consider, we think, a funda­ 
mental principle of federalism 
incorporated in the 10th Amend­ 
ment.” 
The appeals court also dis­ 
counted one of the key con­ 
tentions 
of 
the 
Richmond 
School Board, which filed the 
suit for consolidation on which 
Merhige ruled afirmatively. 
The board contended the two 
suburban, mostly white coun­ 
ties were havens for "white 
flight" from 
inner-city 
Rich­ 
mond. 
“The facts do not support this 
theory," the majority opinion, 
said. 


Suit Entered Against 


City For Pollution 


A suit has been filed in Rush 
Circuit Court by the Pollution 
Control Board of the State of 
Indiana against the 
City of 
Rushville, seeking a permanent 
injunction for mandating this 
city to comply with an order 
against discharging inadequate­ 
ly treafed sewage into Flat Rock 
River. 
According to the suit, the 
city is given 120 days to begin 
construction of adequate pollu­ 
tion abatement facilities. 
The suit specifically sets out 
that 
Rushville 
proceed 
with 
their plans for constructing im­ 
provements to and expansion of 
the municipal sewage treatment 
plant, 
including 
disinfection 
facilities, also advanced waste 
treatment facilities, which will 
remove additional organic ma­ 
terial, be installed no later than 
the end of 1977. 
Rushville has failed to com­ 
ply with the final order of the 
Pollution 
Control 
Board 
and 
continues to discharge inadequ­ 
ately into Flat Rock River, ac­ 
cording to the complaint, and 
has failed to start construction 
of sewage treatment, effluent 
disinfection, 
and 
pollution 
abatement facilities on or be­ 
fore January 1, 1972, 


The suit names the City of 
Rushville, the City Council, m i 
the Mayor of the City of Rush­ 
ville. 
It is understood that funds 
for the sewage treatment im­ 
provements were to be shared 
by 
the 
Federal 
government, 
State of Indiana, and the City 
of Rushville. Because of Federal 
and State funds being held up 
or withdrawn., the city is unable 
to proceed, according to word 
received here. 
Anglia Frostrom has filed a 
verified complaint for absolute 
divorce, support, attorney fees, 
and restraining order against 
John Michael Frostrom. She is 
also seeking custody of the 
couple's one minor child. 
Wilson Oil Company has filed 
a complaint on account and a 
note against Rescue Fagel, re­ 
questing judgment, in. the sum of 
$1,535.14, interest, and cost of 
action.

Police said standing water 
created spotty traffic jams dur­ 
ing rush hour commuter traffic 
with the water-filled underpass 
on Fall Creek, at. the Monon 
Railroad track in northeast In­ 
dianapolis backing up traffic 
several blocks. 
Utility crews reported power 
outages 
at 
seven 
different 
areas around Indianapolis, af­ 
fecting about 10,000 residents. 
Wires 
were 
reported 
down, 
mainly from fallen tree limbs, 
at 40 different locations around 
the city. 
State police said there were 
no reports of serious damage, 
and most of the damage re­ 
ports 
came 
from 
the 
In­ 
dianapolis area. 
Under the 
severe 
thunder­ 
storm warning for about one 
hour, from 3-4 a.m.. were Han­ 
cock, Henry, Marion, Rush and 
Shelby counties. 
The National Weather Service 
said, the noisy storm came from 
a frontal system passing east­ 
ward through Indiana, spread­ 
ing a few showers and thunder­ 
storms over the state through­ 
out the day. 


The good word w'as that the 
system was followed by a high 
pressure area which was ex­ 
pected to provide sunny, warm 
days and fair and mild nights 
for the next few days. 
Lows tonight were expected 
in the 50s around the state, 
with highs Wednesday 
under 
fair skies ranging from the 
middle to high 70s in the north, 
the high 70s and low 80s in cen­ 
tral Indiana and from the low' 
to middle 80s in the south.

RILEY STOP NEEDED 


About a half century ago, some 17 pas­ 


senger trains made round trips between 
Cincinnati and Chicago, stopping for 
passengers at Greensburg. 
Before the era of streamline passenger 


trains in the West, a former Big Four 
train between Indianapolis and Cincin­ 
nati was credited with making the best 
time for any trip in the nation on the 
basis of the miles covered. 
This was before the age of the automo­ 
bile or its use to a limited extent. 
In 1972, the Penn Central streamline 
train, the James Whitcomb Riley makes 
a round trip between Cincinnati and 
Chicago daily. 
. 
. 
Passing through Greensburg, the train 


no longer stops here. 
Under the operational plan known as 
Amtrak, present-day trains are designed 
to provide speedy service between large 
centers. 
However, the Riley makes stops at La­ 
fayette and Kankakee, 111., as well as at 
Indianapolis. 


It can be pointed out that Lafayette is 


about halfway between Indianapolis and 
Chicago. 
On the other hand, Greensburg is 
nearly mid-distance between Indianapo­ 
lis and Cincinnati, 
It must be admitted that Greensburg 


passenger traffic alone would not justify 
the Penn Central to provide a passenger 
stop here. 
However, there are numerous com­ 


munities in this section of Indiana which 
would be served, extending from Rush- 
viile and Connersville to the north and 
northeast, Batesville and Madison to the 
south and southeast and Columbus and 
Shelbyville to the west. 


During numerous winters there are 


times when travel by automobile on the 
nation’s highways is dangerous. 


Numerous persons, ill or aged, are un­ 


able to drive in crowded city streets or 
are not in a physical condition to be 
taken by car to any of the large cities. 
A trip on a modem passenger tram 
would be relaxing. 
A stop by The Riley in Greensburg 


would prove of high convenience to resi­ 
dents of a wide area. It would add only 
a couple of minutes or so to the present 
schedule of The Riley. 
Penn Central and other railroads have 


discouraged passenger rail transporta­ 
tion for over a decade. 
Reportedly, Amtrack has been losing 


money on passenger trains during the 
past year. Tne red ink figure would show 
no important increase through a few 
minute stop at Greensburg. In all prob­ 
ability, additional revenue would absorb 
any increased cost. 
The question can be asked: If The 


Riley stops at Lafayette, the mid-point 
between Indianapolis and Chicago, why 
shouldn’t the train make a short stop at 
Greensburg, about half way between In­ 
dianapolis and Cincinnati? 


Residents of a wide area in this section 
of Indiana should be accorded the privi­ 
lege of boarding or leaving The Riley at 
Greensburg.

Are the Scriptures less popular with 


Christians today than they were last 
decade? There is mounting evidence that 
in daily practice the Word of God is not 
being allowed an influence in the every­ 
day life of church members. 


Still we make some mighty high claims 
about the Bible. We believe it to be the 
Word of God containing God’s plan of 
salvation and the necessary instruction 
for those who accept Christ as Savior 
and Lord. We claim that it is given first 
place in most of our churches, that it is 
the authority for our doctrines and light 
for our conduct. 
We do not argue with our claims. But 
something is wrong when we make such 
high claims about the Bible and continue 
to live apart from it and make an ugly 
show of our ignorance about it. Too many 
Christians are so all-fired certain that 
they know what the Bible teaches, and 
when they are called upon to document 
their belief they cannot quote a scrip­ 
ture nor cite a reference that is directly 
supportive. 
A new commitment to the Word of God 
is in order. The kind that resolves to ex­ 
plore its truths and ask some intelligent 
questions about certain passages. The 
kind that is willing to tune out modem 
scholarship for the moment in order to 
get right down to truth. The kind that 
makes us silent and almost breathless as 
we turn on to some life-changing, heart- 
transforming absolute — a truth we 
know that did not come by way of some 
theological juggler, but from the Word! 
The kind that will take us back to right­ 
eousness, power, meaning, love, and in­ 
tegrity.

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Happy Summer Solstice! Yes, 
the summer solstice arrives or. 
June 21. Literally the "stand­ 
ing still" of the sun, the sum­ 
mer solstice is the time that 
the sun has reached its farthest 
north position in the sky and is 
momentarily stationary before 
beginning its trip southward. 
Jime 21 aets the record as the 
longest day of the year; there 
will be about 15 hours from sun­ 
rise to sunset. For the observ­ 
ing astronomer, however, there 
are only five hours from twi­ 
light 
to 
twilight—a 
relaxing 
stretch after the long winter 
nights. 
The planet Mercury is not ob­ 
servable until the latter part 
of June when it sets about an 
hour and a half after the sun. 
As usual, Mercury is difficult 
to observe except with an un­ 
cluttered horizon. On June 28, 
Mercury and Mars can be seen 
within a fraction of a degree 
of each other in the west near 
sunset. Mercury has a magni­ 
tude of 0. about six times bright­ 
er than Mars at magnitude 2. 
Venus appears as an "evening 
star" in the early part of the 
month. It remains very bright 
at magnitude -3.5 and sets about 
one and three-quarter hours af­ 
ter sunset. By midmonth, it is 
too close to the sun to be ob­ 
served and by month’s end is 
a "morning star.’* 
Mars is best placed for view­ 
ing in early June when it sets 
about two and one-half hours 
after sunset. On June 13, look 
for It close to the then cresent 
moon. Mars has been steadily 
receding from the earth during 
1972 and is now about twice as 
distant as it was in January- 
Jgpiter is well placed for ob­ 
serving this month; it rises at 
‘ about 9:50 p.m. on June 1 and 
near sunset by month s end. Its 
magnitude is 2.2. As always, Ju­

Armstrong, the first man to 
walk on the moon and now pro­ 
fessor of engineering at the 
University of Cincinnati, was 
commencement speaker at But­ 
ler. His address to the 470 grad­ 
uating seniors was based on 
"W-Matrix,"

plained is a "peculiar processor 
inside a computer which swal­ 
lows 
the 
air-filled 
measure­ 
ments and regurgitates infor­ 
mation with the air removed. 
He said, "Apollo navigators 
learned they must not try to 
fool with W-Matrix, and that a 
simple error in space could find 
a navigator in a worse-than-em- 
barrassing 
situation.”

Saturn will be poorly placed 
for viewing all month; it rises 
slightly before sunrise near the 
end of June. 
Near the beginning of June 
one of the brightest stars in the 
sky is Arcturua in the constella­ 
tion Bootes at magnitude 0.2. 
You may fine Arcturus by using 
the handle of the Big Dipper as 
a gently curving pointer which 
sweeps out an arc to the star; 
it is close to overhead at about 
10 p.m. in early June. Arcturus 
has a somewhat red color even 
to the unaided eyes; this color 
is due to the low temperature 
of the star’s surface—about two 
thousand degrees Kelvin cooler 
than the sun. At the same time 
Arcturus is a giant star whose 
diameter is over twenty times 
that of the sun. 
The solstice this month ushers 
in summer officially, although 
local thermometers ushered in 
summer in May. For those real­ 
ly late viewers another clear 
sign of summer can be seen in 
the late night sky as the Milky 
Way hangs overhead. Try view­ 
ing it with binoculars—a splen­ 
did sight! 
Federal Deficit

federal deficit for fiscal 1972 
will be an estimated $26 billion, 
highest since World War II, but 
$12.8 billion lower than pre­ 
dicted in January, the govern­ 
ment said today. 
The revised budget estimate 
came as the Nixon adminis­ 
tration asked Congress to raise 
the national debt limit by $15 
billion from the current $450 
billion. 
The deficit for fiscal 1973, es­ 
timated earlier at $25.5 billion 
will be about $27 billion, the Of­ 
fice of Management and Budget 
said in a report to Congress.

since January because of in­ 
creased tax collections result­ 
ing from over-withholding from 
paychecks.

She not 
only embarked on a two-year 
trip around the world alone 
with her oldest son when he 
was 4, but has traveled with 
her four children in 37 coun­ 
tries since then. 
"Americans think it’s such a 
strain to look after children on 
trips, and it is in this country," 
concedes 
Miss 
Hadley. 
"But 
abroad the child-care facilities 
are so extensive that you can 
have it both ways—share ex­ 
periences with the kids or have 
the option of being on your 
own, knowing they are well 
cared for. 
"By taking them along you 
save yourself a lot of worry 
and don’t feel that you’re being 
a neglectful parent. Also the 
child 
is 
more 
secure 
when 
there’s not an ocean between 
you," sbe adds. "Besides, it’s 
expensive putting them in sum­ 
mer camp or leaving them at 
home with a housekeeper." 
Miss Hadley thinks Ameri­ 
cans are not aware of the ex­ 
tensive services, entertainment 
and 
attractions available for 
youngsters in Europe. To meet 
this need she has written a 
book, 
"Fielding’s 
Guide 
to 
Traveling with Children in Eu­ 
rope." 
"The whole point is to have a 
positive 
attitude. 
Kids 
know 
when their parents are happy 
and relaxed and that makes 
them happy and relaxed,” says 
Miss Hadley, who took her first 
trip at the age of six months to 
Scotland, and continued to visit 
her mother’s family there ev­ 
ery year. 
It was after her divorce 'that 
she went with her son, now 27, 
around the world by freighter 
and three-masted schooner. "I 
wanted to be somewhere where 
everything was fresh and new," 
she recalls. After she remar­ 
ried, her husband’s job as a ge­ 
ologist took the family all over 
the world and she has lived m 
Africa, 
in the Caribbean, in 
Central America and the Far 
East, as well as Europe. 
"Sharing with children brings 
a totally new dimension to the 
travel experience," she points 
out. "It’s more fun, people are 
nicer 
when you 
have 
them 
along 
and 
you 
see 
things 
through different viewpoints— 
that 'of the parents, who know 
the historical background, and 
that of the kids, who see things 


with a fresh and curious eye." 
There are many more choices 
about where to stay in Europe 
than in America, Miss Hadley 
notes, from a farmhouse at $3 a 
might, or a little country inn at 
$8, on up to the more luxurious 
hotels. 
She 
says 
reasonably- 
priced eating places are gener­ 
ally available also, and it is 
easy to picnic abroad. 
Among the child-care facil­ 
ities that give parents short- 
time or long-time freedom for 
their own pursuits she suggesls 
these: Hotels with playroom?, 
resident nannies 
and diaper- 
drying facilities; 
day kinder­ 
gartens; ski schools; camps, a 
few 
department 
stores 
with 
playrooms and child care; chil­ 
dren’s tours of major cities; su- 
p e r v i s e d 
children’s 
play­ 
grounds, "and there are in­ 
expensive and very reliable, 
very competent baby sitters ev- 
e r y w h e r e—100 baby-sitting 
agencies 
in 
the 
Netherlands 
alone,” she says. 
Miss Hadley thinks prepara­ 
tion is an important part of the 
trip and that it is vital to ev­ 
eryone’s enjoyment to "bone 
up" on the countries to be vis­ 
ited. "Have the kids send for 
information from tourist bu­ 
reaus, 
collect 
pictures; 
then 
you know what to look for and 
when you finally see it say 
‘here it is at last.’ 
“Each age has a different 
pleasure," she goes on. "You 
don’t realize what the child 
gets out of it until years later. 
A lot is recorded in their minds 
that you don’t hear about at the 
time but the feedback goes on 
for a lifetime. And children ac­ 
quire an ear for the language." 
Parents needn’t worry about 
getting medical aid. Hotels can 
recommend 
English-speaking 
doctors 
and for 
real 
emer­ 
gencies help can be obtained 
from the American embassy or 
consulate, she explains. 
Next scheduled trip for Miss 
Hadley, divorced for the second 
time, 
is 
to Portugal,

Spain and Greece this summer. 
She’ll 
take 
her 
12-year-old 
daughter along and meet her 
16-year-old son and 18-year-old 
daughter in Europe. "I’d get 
lenely if I traveled alone,” she 
says.

The city cf Amsterdam, Hol­ 
land, we are told, has more 
street trees than any other ma­ 
jor European city, and they are 
suffering the same ecological 
woes as ours. But Amsterdam, 
which has huge municipal tree 
nurseries, is doing a great deal 
with it. 
An added hazard in Amster­ 
dam stems from a switch some 
years ago from regular to natu­ 
ral gas, when large deposits 
were found in The Netherlands. 
Natural gas, according to the 
Netherlands Information Serv­ 
ice, is drier than regular gas 
and the gas lines began drying 
out, causing large underground 
leakage, an unexpected turn. 
Rather than wait to deter­ 
mine what would happen to 
trees, the city sprayed oxygen 
in the soil adjacent to leaks. 
The operation is saving many 
trees from death. 
Treatment 
had to be on an emergency 
basis since they couldn’t deter­ 
mine where the next leak would 
occur. 
Then KLM-Aerocarto, a sub­ 
sidiary of the Royal Dutch Air­ 
lines, entered the picture. This 
50-year-old agency, initially es­ 
tablished to do aerial photogra­ 
phy for mapping purposes in 
many areas of the world, has 
an electronic system utilizing 
infra-red (false color) photogra­ 
phy. An airborne spectrometer 
helps measure the sulphur and 
nitrogen dioxide content in in­ 
dustrial centers. The infra-red 
system 
classifies 
agricultural 
terrain, 
identifies 
unhealthy 
crops and detects gas leaks in 
big cities. 
Sections of the city are sys­ 
tematically photographed from 
a small plane with an infra-red 
camera 
from 
a 
maximum 
height of 1,300 feet. This is done 
at late dusk on a clear day 
when the trees are in leaf. 
Streets and buildings show up 
in a neutral slate-gray color.

red:

condition. Such photos give the 
expert a helping hand, advising 
him which tree or trees need 
immediate attention and which 
should be abandoned. 
"It’s like high blood pres­ 
sure," a Parks Department em­ 
ploye said. "If you neglect it, it 
could 
have 
serious 
con­ 
sequences. Since we got the 
photographs, we send out our 
people to treat certain specific 
trees rather than spraying in 
an area at random. It is the 
more direct and effective ap­ 
proach, and it, too, saves time 
and money." 
The film used is sensitive to 
a radiation somewhere between

and heat, 
it

ex­ 
plained. Live trees emit such 
radiation, and the more vigor­ 
ous their health, the redder 
they show in the "false-color” 
pictures. 


If you take care of a dwarf 
fruit tree, says Robert E. At­ 
kinson in his new book, "Dwarf 
Fruit Trees Indoors and Out­ 
doors,” (Van Nostrand Rein­ 
hold Co.) it will bear as long as 
a full-sized tree. 
Atkinson points out that you

Have you ever wondered what 
your life would be like without 
one or more of your senses? 
Sigppose you couldn’t see, or 
hear, or talk? What would your 
life be like? How would you 
communicate with others, and 
how would they converse 'with 
you? 
I was confronted with this 
problem recently when I visited 
a parishoner in the hospital. He 
had a roommate who couldn’t 
hear or speak. This man who 
had no speech or hearing was 
one of the most friendly and out­ 
going men I have ever met 
Through the use of our hands 
and with the help of a pencil 
and a child’s magic slate, we 
were able to communicate. 
Before leaving one afternoon, 
I made ready to read some 
Scriture and to offer prayer for 
the sick. I wondered if we could 
include my new mute friend. I 
help up my Bible, pointing to 
the title, indicating that I was 
going to read something from 
its pages. My new acquaintance 
waved me over to him with his 
arm.. As I approached, he grasp­ 
ed 'both my hands in his, and 
then reached out for my Bible 
and kissed it. When the prayer 
was concluded, he looked up and 
steepled his hands to indicate 
that he too had prayed, even 
though he hadn’t heard the pray 
er.This man and I were able to 
communicate because we had 
a common bond. I later learned 
that Bob attended a special 
church for the deaf in Indianap­ 
olis. He had a desire to know the 
Word of God, the Bible and he 
was willing to offer up his pray­ 
ers to God even though he could­ 
n’t hear the preacher’s prayer 
or offer a verbal prayer him­ 
self.There are millions of people 
who have been blessed with the 
senses of sight, sound and 
speech. Yet they never give a 
thought to using these senses in 
the service of Almighty God. 
These are all taken for granted 
in many cases abused. 
The senses which have been 
given to us by Almightly God 
ought to be used for Him. We 
ought to use our tongues to ut­ 
ter words of Christian chtrity 
and love, to express our faith 
in Jesus Christ. When the Ger­ 
man Bishop Neimoeller was re­ 
leased 'from a Nazi concentra­ 
tion camp to 1945, reporters 
rushed to interview him. They 
were disappointed in the bishop* 
remarks. They wanted a report 
on his life in the camp. One 
reporter said, “six years in a 
prison camp and all he has got 
to talk about is Jesus Christ." 
They expected a good human 
interest story or perhaps the 
dreary details of atrocities. But 
the good bishop would only talk 
about his Christ. 
Our eyes ought to be used 
to search out senes where we 
can be used to serve our God 
and our fellow man. Jesus said 
that we are to love God and 
then our neighbor. We live in 
an impersonal world. Neigh­ 
bor does not know neighbor. 
There are many aged, lonely, 
hungry people in this world. If 
the Christian would only open 
his eyes, be would see a world 
in. need of him and Ms God. 
We have been given ears to 
hear. One reason that so many 
people forget the name of a per­ 
son to whom they have just 
been introduced is that they are 
too busy wondering if the other 
party got their name right! 
When we stop wondering about 
our own conversation, we are 
really free to listen to the other 
fellow. In a world full of prob­ 
lems, listeners are needed. “Rap 
lines” are popular because a 
caller can pour his heart out to 
someone who is willing to listen 
to his problem over the phone.

Mayor Daley’s Quips, Language 
Enliven Chicago News Conference

CHICAGO (AP) — Mayor 
Richard J. Daley, one of the 
Democratic party’s most pow­ 
erful leaders for two decades, 
also is known for his humorous’ 
and caustic quips which often 
mingle with Ms syntax at news 
conferences. 
In his latest meeting with the 
press Monday, the mayor sug­ 
gested 
that some reporters 
should be investigated by the 
federal government and 'that 
one newsman “ought to get off 
the chair.** 
After Daley led off the con­ 
ference with an announcement 
that the city was cutting ex­ 
penditures, a reporter asked 
about the public’s concern over 
taxes. 
“All you have to do is sit in 
this office and read the letters 
that come in and know that the 
elderly people on pension—and 
if you don’t know, you ought to 
get off the chair!” 
Later, another reporter asked 
about a story that said the In­ 
ternal Revenue Service was in­ 
vestigating alleged kickbacks to 
Chicago aldermen. No names 
were mentioned. 
“Is 'that good journalism? Is 
that good reporting to throw a 
cloak on all aldermen for a ru­ 
mor? Maybe some of you re­ 
porters are under investigation, 
too.” 
He relaxed a moment in Ms 
attitude toward the media when 
he introduced a new aide who 
formerly worked for a Chicago 
newspaper. 


“He’s one who sat out with 
you a few years ago in your 


distinguished and august seat,” 
he told reporters. 
He went back to his dislike of 
the media and renegade Demo­ 
crats in answering a question 
about the challenge of his regu­ 
lar party delegates to the 
D e m 0 c r a t i c National Con­ 
vention. 
“When in the name of God, 
are we having objections to 
men and women who were 
elected, with any sincerity? All 
it is, is to get themselves on 
tUs thing,” he shrugged at the 
television cameras, “and in 
your columns , , . 11 
Daley’s often loose rhetoric 
slipped into one of Ms periodic 
lapses when he introduced the 
new deputy mayor, Ken Saine. 
“He is one of the most able 
and talented deputy mayors in 
the city of Chicago,” the mayor 
said as reporters laughed. 
Saine is the only deputy may­ 
or in CMcago.
